Bread, Flour 
Increase Gets 


non

Washington. Aug. 1 — (/I 
1)— The 


government is trying lo reach a 
decision today on whether to allow 
price increases of a penny a loaf 
on bread and about a cent a pound 
on flour. 


Top OPA and Agriculture 
De- 


partment officials conferred on ihis 
as the new price decontrol board 
pushed plans to start public hear- 
ings by August 12 on this issue: 


Should price ceilings be restored 


August 20 on meats, dairy prod- 
ucts, grains, cotton seed and soy 
beans? 


Chairman Roy L. Thompson an- 


nounced last night that as soon as 
the board has decided this, it will 
tackle the question of whether con- 
trols should go back on eggs, poul- 
try, tobacco and petroleum. 


Ceilings cannot be re-invoked on 


these latter items before August :!0 
in any event, nor thereafter with- 
oul consent of the board. 


As for the possibility of higher 


bread and flour prices, an official 
in a position to know told a re- 
porter privately that a boost in 
ceilings has been recommended to 
OPA Chief Paul Porter by 
his 


aides. 


However, even if Porter concurs, 


the approval of the Agriculture De- 
partment is required to pi". 
in- 


creases on these food items into 
effect. 


The recommendation 
submitted 


to Porter is based on a tentative 
decision against 
roslorating 
the 


flour subsidy which lasped July 1 
.In this decision OPA officials took 
Ihe stand that the subsidy could 
be paid again only if the decon- 
trol board voles lo restore ceilings 
on wheat. 


Porter and the Agriculture De- 


partment must review this 
deci- 


sion Ion. 


The subsidy held down 
retail 
prices a cent a loaf on bread and 
about a cent a pound 
on 
flour. 


Since il lapsed (here has been no 
upward adjustment of ceilings lo 
compensate millers for loss of the 
gf'ornmont payments. 


The subsidy amounted to $1.03 


on each 100 nounds of flour. OPA 
said. Officials predicted that any 
ceiling price increase may amount 
to about $1.11 to offset a rist in 
wheat costs since grain controls ex- 
pired. 


In announcing August 12 as the 


tentative date (or the start of pub- 
lie hearings, Thompson said \he de- 
control board will give representa- 
tives of agriculture, industry and 
consumer groups an opportunity to 
present their 
\ricws on 
whether 


controls should be 
restored 
on 


meats, dairy products .grains. cot- 
Ion seed and soy beans. 


The board plans to hold separ- 
ate hearings on commodities 
in 


each of these categories. Thomp- 
son said rules of procedure will be 
announced by next Tues.clay. •

Slavs Protest 
Trieste Plan 


by Ministers 


Paris. Aug 1 — t/P)— The Yugo- 


slav delegation served notice at 
the peace conference today that 
it would not accept the comprom- 
ise solution on Trieste. 


The foreign 
ministers 
council 


recently voted to establish Trieste 
as international territory 
under 


United 
Nations 
authority. 
The 


U. N. has not accepted 
the 
re- 


sponsibility, however. 


Edward Kardcl.i. Yugoslav vice 


premier and spokesman for 
Pre- 


mier Marshal Tito's peace confer- 
ence delegation, attacked the so- 
called "French line" of demarca- 
tion between Italy and Yugoslavia. 


"It abandons large, secl;ons of 


our people to the oppression 
of 


Italy," he said. "It takes from Yu- 
goslavia large sections of Istria. 
The so-called French line has re- 
placed an ethnic line in contradic- 
tion to all ethnic Jacts.' 


Yugoslavia, Kardclj iold a plen- 


ary session of the conference, suf 
fared 400,000 dead "against Italy 
alone." 


Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 


Molotov agreed today to a Greek 
proposal to open the peace confer 
once to all "questions 
pertaining 


to the draft of peace treaties." 


In supporting the Greek motion, 


Molotov proposed 
that the rules 


of procedure of the conference be 
amended to include the statement 
that: 


"The conference may 
place on 


its agenda at the request of any 
delegation any question pertaining 
to Ihe draft of peace treaties." 


The motion was made by Con- 


stantin Aghnides, Greek ambassa- 
dor to London, who said that the 
conference should be tnrown open 
to any "connected" peace question 
not now on the 
agenda. 
Before 


Molotov spoke the motion was op 
posed by Mosha Plajadi, 
Yugo 


slav official, and Dmitri Z. Man 
uilsky, member of the Ukranian 
delegation, who said the proposa 
was a 'disguised form' of bringing 
up the disputed question of a sim 
pie majority as against 
a 
two 


thirds majority rule for voting in 
the conference. 


The Greek proposal asked tha 


the decision of placing any new 
matter on the agenda be by a sim 
pie majority vote. 


Manuilsky said article 18 of th< 


United Nations charter required ; 
two-thirds majority ior voting. Dr 
Herbert V. Evatt, Australian min 
ister of external affairs and chain 
pion of the simple majority,7 Bro 
posal, said that Manuilsl!y'5s''intefr 
ruplion of the U. S. article 
wa 
faulty. 


"This is only a recommending 


body and I think it should consider 
everything and send it back to the 
final body—the lour 
ministers," 
said Evatt. 


The adoption of the 
two-thirds 


rule seemed 
assured,

thus probably restricting the ma- 
jor decisions of the 21-nation body, 
lo those matters on which the big 
four nave been unable to aaroe. 


The debate on the question of 


opening the conference 10 various 
peace treaty questions occurred at 
a meeting of the rules committee,

Byrnes was expected to inform the 
committee that the United Stales 
gave qualified support lo the two- 
thirds proposal.

Members were afraid to re- 
ject it lest the legislation get lost 
in controversy during the closing 
davs of the session. 


But the chamber left no doubt 
regarding its future plans. 
From 


both sides of the aisle came de- 
mands that the new Congress, con- 
vening next January, enact a bill 
permilling holders of the bonds to 
cash them immediately instead of 
waiting the required 
five 
vears 


from date of discharge.

Jf\jned Damocratic- members' in 
eYilitizirig' the 
bond 
provision. 


Many 
called 
at 
discrimination 


against GI's, since officers have 
been receiving their terminal pay 
in cash.

it as less-inflationary than straight 
cash payments. But Rep .Gavin

For the Moslems it was a new

denl Truman today called on all 
tederal officials to keep public ex- 
penditures "at the lowest possible 


In a formal statement, Mr Tru- 


man declared (hat reductions 
in 


lederal expenditures are impera- 
tive in view of "the preset infla- 
tionary situation." 


The president's .statement 
was 


contained in a letter to the heads 
of all executive departments and 
agencies. It said: 


"We must do everything within 


our power to reduce inflationary 
pressures .One of the most effec- 
tive means of doing this is to re- 
duce federal expenditures." 


Tho president made his state- 


ment public at a news conference 
at which he announced he will hold 
a news conference on the budget 
al_ lhe White House -at 
:i 
p. m. 
lESTi tomorrow. 


The statement emphasized that 


the nation's present 
fiscal situa- 


tion "is a most serious one." 


"We are laced with a coi-'Miued 


substantial budget deficit

grams and not to hesitate "to elim- 
inate work of low priority," and 
lo concentrate oven -on

economies."

deaths from typhoid fever. 


Metier sanitation has been the 


most important factor in reducing 


1 the typhoiti-fever toll. 


Susceptibility 
to 
typhoid 
fever 


is general. 
Injections of typhoid 


vaccine, however, impart protect- 
ion against the disease for about 
two years, with more permanent 
immunity developing in those who 
have had the infection. 


Typhoid lever is caused by a 


germ 
which 
enters

thiough the month, usually in food 
or drink. 


Typhoid germs pass through the 


stomach 
unharmed, 
and 
when 


they reach the small intestine they 
| produce inflammation and tilcera- 


tion. The germs enter the blood 
Irom the bowel and cause enlarge- 
menl of the spleen, toxic reactions 
in the organs, and a skin eruption 
I rose spots i. 


Fever Lasts 3-4 Weeks 
Infection 
develops, on the av- 


erage, one to two weeks alter ex- 
posure, and it lasts three to four 
weeks. The onset is often so grad- 
ual that some typhoid-fever pa- 
tients are up and about on their 
feel 
for some time before they 


take to thtir beds. 


Tjphoid germs arc spread 
by 


fingers, food, and flies. Every pa- 
tient with the disease is a source 
of infection t o ' o t h e r s unless spe- 
cial . precautions are taken to de- 
stroy, by disinfection, the germs 
in the stools and urine.

weeks. The onset is often so grad- 
ual that some typhoid-fever pa- 
tients are up and about on their

for some time before they 


take to thtir beds. 


Tjphoid germs arc spread

fingers, food, and flies. Every pa- 
tient with the disease is a source 
of infection t o ' o t h e r s unless spe- 
cial . precautions are taken to de- 
stroy, by disinfection, the germs 
in the stools and urine.

Judge Dexter Bush's 


Plain Statement as to the 


LIQUOR QUESTION 


In view of the fact, that a great many good and conscientious people in Hemp- 


stead County have criticized my decision in the recent liquor election case; and, 
feeling that in a large measure this has been due to a lack of complete under- 
standing on their part as to the legal issues involved in the case, I believe it to be my 
duty to myself and my friends to make the following statement concerning this 
case; 


The law under which the petitioners were seeking to call the election, provides 


that the court shall order the election upon the petition of 15% of the official list 
of poll tax payers of the county. 


The legal issue involved in this case was whether or not the petition contained 


sufficient signatures as provided by law. 


Act 622 of the Acts of 1923, provides: 
It shall be the duty of the Adjutant 


General of the State in the month of January each year to furnish to the County 
Clerk of each county in this State a certified list containing the names of all 
residents of the county who are on active military or naval duty in the Armies and 
Navies of the United States, and that the county clerk in the month of February of 
each year shall certify to the county court the poll tax assessments of all such resi- 
dents of his county as was shown by such list and at the same time to furnish to the 
tax collectors a copy of such assessments; that the county court or county judge in 
vacation shall make an order directing the clerk to issue to the collector a county 
warrant covering the amount necessary to pay the poll taxes of all such soldiers and 
sailors and to deliver said warrant to the county collector and the county collector 
shall thereupon RECORD THE NAME OF EACH SUCH SOLDIER OR SAILOR IN 
THE OFFICIAL LIST OF POLL TAX PAYERS, and such soldier or sailor shall be 
given credit for such payment and shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges 
to which he would be entitled if he had paid his poll tax personally. 


The foregoing law is applicable in those cases where the quorum court of the 


county has made an appropriation for the purpose of providing funds out of which 
to pay these poll taxes. No such appropriation was made in Hempstead County, but 
in 1944 the people of the State of Arkansas by popular vote amended the constitu- 
tion to provide that soldiers and sailors on active military duty and possessing the 
other qualifications might vote without the payment of the poll tax. It was there- 
fore unnecessary for the quorum court, which has to do only with the financial 
affairs of the County, to make an appropriation for this purpose. 


With this law before me, and with the stipulation of the parties that there were 


at that time 2500 citizens of Hempstead County who were absent from the county 
and in the military service in this and foreign lands, I held that the law should be 
construed thqt these 2500 soldiers, sailors and marines were an integral part of the 
electorate of Hempstead County and that if the Adjutant General in the absence of 
these, service men and women had performed the duties required of him by law, that 
the names of these citizens would have, as they should have, appeared upon the of- 
ficial list of voters and that their absence from such list was in no sense the fault 
of these service men and women and that they were not thereby deprived of the full 
fruits of their citizenship. 


Although I am a veteran of World War I, and have an abiding sympathy for the 


civil rights of all those who are called from their homes to engage in military service, 
still my decision was influenced solely by my interpretation of this law. 


There was no issue of wet and dry before the court in this case, but there was 


the legal issue involving the constitutional and statutory status of these 2500 per- 
sons to be passed upon for the first time by any Court in the State of Arkansas. I 
decided the case as I thought the law required. The Supreme Court, however, dis- 
agreed with my views and reversed my decision. 


(» 
Upon this basis it appears that some of Mr. Brown's supporters have seized 


upon the prohibition question seeking to make it an issue in the Circuit Judge's 
race. In my opinion, there is and can be no such issue, but if Mr. Brown insists 
on having such an issue whether or no, then I feel that the people of Hempstead 
County are entitled to know that in 1935 when the State of Arkansas was bone 
dry, Mr. Brown as Representative of Clark County, the very driest county in this 
circuit, cast the deciding vote for the Thorne Liquor Bill, and was not satisfied with 
that, but also cast the deciding vote for the Emergency Clause, thereby prevent- 
ing the people of Arkansas from voting upon this law.

U.S. Marines in

Asked specific- 
ally about returning to ihe bench, 
Jackson said: 


"I won't have anything to say 
except about Nuernberg." 


Shortly after Fred Vinson was 
named chief justice io succeed the 
late Harlan F. Stone Jackson is- 
sued a statement 
while 
abroad 
June 10 critical of Black's partici- 
pation in deciding a case in which 
a former law partner represented 
one party. Black has 
not com- 
mented. 


When he may return

many, Jackson said, "depends on 
the course of events there." 


Before his departure from Nu- 
remburg Wednesday Jackson said 
he would be gone only temporarily, 
planning to return by mid-Septem- 
ber.
